Claim 20 in its original form depends from claim 19, and claim 21 
claim 20. For claim 19, the only rejection made by the Examiner is the rejection 
112, 2nd paragraph. In response, Applicant has amended claim 19 based on the 
suggestion without prejudice in any manner. Additionally, Applicant has rewritteiftlaim 19 to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Therefore, claims 19-21 should now be allowed.
